operations, he is performing such tasks diligently and conscientiously. 
In return for his services* and to furnish him a tangible expression of 
cur appreciation, it would be very desirable if CIA could bring about 
hie seating on the Committee for a Free Lithuania and in the Lit h u ani an 
delegation to the Assembly of Captive Nations* At the present time 
BRA2AITIS is not a member of either body* 

3* Aside from our desire to reward BHAZAITIS for his valuable 
service* it is believed that he should be a member of the organisations 
mentioned above because the "Lithuanian Front"* a splinter of young 
activist® from the Lithuanian Christian Democratic Party* is virtually 
the only important political group not represented in the Committee 
and the Assembly*
